fLETOHERMII 

Horace Fletcher, who has just passed on, gained world-wide 
fame by popularizing an old idea. He was a member of many learned 
societies ; he served as a food expert in Belgium'; his doctrine added 
a word, "fletcherize", to many languages; he had. a host of notable 
converts, among them King Edward of Oreat Britain. 

Dr. Fletcher had a fine constitution and was an athlete. Be- 
coming, like many athletes, a bad insm-ance risk, he altered his man- 
ner in living. Whether he did so wiseily is a question. Slenderer 
laen have lived longer; by his ])lan of eating little and chewing long, 
some imitators may have been aided, some injured, some possibly 
kilied. 

Fletcher's "discovery" was centuries old. Comaro 400 years 
ago described it in treaties familiar in translation. Franklin advised 
people to rise from the table as hungry as they sat down— and himself 
did likewise. Benjamin Thompson — Count Runxford — niorc than a 
. hundred yean ago, tried to make the Bavarian army save food by 
^chewing it thoroughly. Gladstone was chewing each moilthful of 
meat thirty-two times, years before Fletcher ever heard of. 

Thompson died at sixty-one; Franklin, who beraoaned"his table 
excesses, at eighty-four. "Whether because or in spite of their theor- 
ies, dladstone lived to be eighty-eight, and Comarp ninety-eight. Dr. 
Fletcher died at seventy, an age by no means ripe for a man who had 
discovered the secret of longevity. 

WH7 DWOBHIZATION IB BLOW 



There is real danger in too rapid demobilication^f the allied 
armed forces. Persons in this country, who are impatient because 
our soldiers are not coming back from overseas in greater numbers, 
will do well to bear this fact in- mind.

There are great forces in Europe that are in a state of danger- 
ous unrest. These sinister influences are gaining a foothold in var- 
ious of the allied countries. IIow will these factors line up at Ver- 
sailles and how they will look ujion what is said and done there? 

It may go against the grain \vith many of us to do it, but it seems 
to he imperative to maintain an allied force in continental Europe 
of suHficient size to handle any situation that may arise. That force 
must remain there at least until after the signing of the articles of 
peace ; how much longer than that, no one can say at this time. 

Civilization is prepared no^ . at last. It must not make the fatal 
mistake of again being unprepared. 

An old song the boys' quartette sang on the college eampus of 
nights said:

JAILOR OR REFORM TO BE 

CHOICE OF UNDERWORI.n 



New Orleans, La. — Two choices 
henoeforth await the women of the 

underworld who are convicted in tbe 
Recorders' courts of New Orleans on 
charges of disorderly conduct. The 
women will be given an opportunity 
to redeem themselves and take a 
fresh start in some reputable line of 
endeavor, after a stay In the home in 
Kenner recently established by the 
American Protective league — known 
as the Amproleague home — or they 
must serve a term in the parish pris- 
on.' 

This decision was reached after a 
conference between Mayor Martin 

Behrman, Judge RufuB Foster of the 
United States District court, and For- 
rest C. Pendlton, district superintend- 
ent. United States department ot Jus- 
tice. 

"The league," said Mayor Behrman, 
"shortly before the signing of the ar- 
mistice, purchased and equipped a 
home and farm near Kenner, to which 
man^ of the fallen women of the city 
Were committed by the United States 
court for violation ot the law prohib- 
iting the operation of disorderly 
houses within five miles of a military 
or naval station. This home and farm 
represents an outlay of 115,000 and 
Was intended as a reformatory, where 
women could learn useful occupations 
following which they could go out 
Into the world and earn honest liv- 
-itigs. 

"But with the cessation of hostili- 
ties and the rapid demobiliiatton of 
the army the federal courts will soon 
be powerlen to aet The activities 
of the American Protective league will 
.-^ease soon and tbe home and farm 



promised to be t t^tal loss in so far 

as its original purpose was concerned, 
one of the most meritorious conceived. 

"Wo have, therefore decided that 
In cases of conviction, rather than ar- 
bitrarily force these ^men into the 
house ot detention, the isotstion hos- 
pital, or the parish prison, to give 
them a chance to reform and become 
useful women instead of moral para- 
sites. Hence, hereafter each will be 
Kivoii clidlce between Jail anl the farm. 

"Tbe recorders of tbe city courts 
cannot arbitrarily commit them to 
the farm, for that is beyond their 
Jurisdiction, being located In another 
parish, but we hope by our proposed 
plan to make the home serve a use- 
ful purpose and bring ultimate .hap- 
piness and usefulness to many un- 
fortunates. In this we will have the 
co-operation of federal, state, and city 
authorities.

San Francisco, Cal, — Six members 
of the crew of the steamer Zampa died 
of influenza while their vessel rode at 
quarantine in the harbor of Papeete, 
according to advices received by the 
Gulf Mall Steamship company, which 
Is making arrangementg to send n 
new crew after tbe vessel.

It has been customary to liold an 
annual meeting of tlie City Mission 
Board in November when reports of 
the year's work were made, officers 
elected and nlans defined for ensuing 
year. Also the anniversary of the es- 
lablishment of the Mission has boon 
celebrated with a birthday party 
which has performed the double pur- 
pose of bringing the friends of the 
.Mission together and increasing {unds 
and liTterest. 

Owing to deficiency in Board mem- 
bership, election of olTicors has been 
deferred, but, with tlie resumption of 
Mission activities has come the neces- 
sity of better organization. The con- 
stitution provides that the Mission 
shall be managed by a Board of 
Directors composed of IB members 
representins; tlio cliurclieK and social 
betterment agencies of the city, wish- 
fng to cooperate with the Mission. 

-If the Mission la to serve tbe pur- 
pose for which it came into existence, 
the support and Cooperation of the re- 
ligious organizations is paramount, 
and if all the riiilanthropic Agencies 
are to do the utmost good with mini- 
mum expenditure of time, Inlior and 
money there must be mutual under- 
standing, symvatby and cooperation. 
Such affiliation through representa- 
tive membership would help to simpli- 
fy Mission problems and systematize 
Its work. 

AVlth the heavy demands upon peo- 
ple and purses while tbe war was be- 
ing won the Board made no special 

call for funds. The Income derived 
from reglular contributions from 
churches, nrina. individtials and rity 
Council supplemented by occasional 
volunteer donations has been made to 
cover current expenses. It Is not suf- 
ficient however, to employ a trained 



worker, qualified hh OIII<:(i .Sccictary, 
City MIsHlonai-y and Sciciiil Si'ivlcc 
Superintendent and some plan must 
be derived whereby tbe present in- 
come can be doubled. Bxoepting 
Christmas donations, there has been 
comparatively little clothiir; P(nt In 
the past few months. Some garim tits 
have been sold at a nominal sum and 
the money thus obtained spent for 
cbUdren's clothing. Some mothers 
have been able to make children's 
clothes from partly worn' garments. 
Any new materials tli.'t may lie sup- 
plied and some articles on lianil, will 
be turned into clotheM for school chil- 
dren by the ladies of the Mission and 
Settlement Club as soon as conditions 
make sueh work practicable. 

Last but not least Is the need of a 
corps of dependable workers. Wheth- 
er there is a trained worker In charge 
or not there is always the necessity 
of a number of helpers. 

About 80 children hare been enroll- 
ed in the Industrial School. The girls 
have begun sewing under direction of 
Mrs. Picklln and Mrs. Ro'ieiiliaiii. 

Miss Mary Wood has directed the 
work of the boys and smaller chil- 
dren ever since the Industrial School 
was organised, but has been compell- 
ed to give it up this winter. Assist- 
ants for two hours on Saturday after- 
noon are badly needed. 

More Sunday School Teachers and 
several to assist with the musIc are 
needed. 

There have been some applications 
for night school instructions recently, 

for which no provision has been made. 
Neither can the clubs for tlio Work- 
ing Boys and Girls be carried on ai 
present. These and other activities 
must bide their time, but in the read- 
justment from war to peace condition, 
this Institution so fully recognized a - 
a Community N'ocessify. will receive 
its full share of atloiitinn and liccopie 
a pcrnianontlv established factor In 
the welfare of the city and the uplif 
of the children of the poor.

Order No. 1496 ot the Telephone 
and Telegrpha Administration issued 
by the Post Master General at Weah- 

ington December ISth, a new toll rate 

is ordered effective January 21, 1919. 

According to our interpretation of 
I Ills order the toll rate will be classl- 
lled as follows:

A report charge of approilmately 
26 per cent ot the atatlon-to-etatloB 
rate will be made on ail person-to- 
peraon calls, when person desired Is 
not in or will not talk or if calling 
party la oat when connection is com- 
pleted wlthl4 one hour after llUng
